To The World By 
Supreme Pontiff 


Vatican City—(NC)—Pope Pius. XII has extended the 
Holy Year to the whole world, exclusive of Rome, from 
January 1 to December 31, 1951, through an apostolic con- 
stitution “per annum sacrum” published in Osservatore Ro- 


no. 
The conditions for gaining the Holy Year indulgence 


but not identical, to those which 
revailed for the gaining of the 
Holy Year indulgence in Rome 
during 1950. 


To gain the indulgence during 
the extension of the Holy Year 
throughout the world, a person 
must visit four churches designated 
by the ordinary and. must_ recite 
five times the “Our Father,” “Hail 
Mary” and “Glory be to the Fath- 
er,” plus one “Our Father,” “Hail 
Mary” and “Glory be to the Fath- 
er’ for the intention of the Pope. 


In addition, the “Credo” must 
be recited. Then, three “Hail 
-Mary’s” must be recited together 
with the invocation “Queen. of 
Peace, pray for us,” and finally 
one “Salve Regina.” These prayers 
are obligatory. It is urged that the 
Prayer for the Holy Year com- 
posed by the Pope also be recited. 


The ordinaries in the various 
dioceses ig the world are empower- 
ed to designate four churches or 
sanctuaries which the faithful

Vatican City—(Radio, NC)—His 
Holiness Pope Pius XII, in his * 
twelfth Christmas address to a di- 
vided world; called for a close 
union of all free peoples as the 
only means for the defense of 
peace and the best assurance of 
its re-establishment. 

“We believe that the close union 
of all peoples who are masters 
of their own industry and who 
are united by the sentiments of 
reciprocal trust and mutual as- 
sistance is the sole means for the 
defense of peace and the best 
guarantee of its re-establishment,” 
the Holy Father said. 


Speaking at the end of the 
Holy Year; which he declared had 
surpassed “the most sanguine 
hopes,” the Supreme Pontiff point- 
ed to the Holy See as one “secure 
haven” of peace left to a world 
torn by conflicting interests, and 
recalled his words of August, 1939, 
on the eve of World War II, that 
“nothing is lost by peace, every- 
thing can be lost by war.” 

The Pope declared peace within 
each country to be the first urgent 
problem and warned against op- 
posing groups seeking to promote 
their own interests at the cost of 
jeopardizing eternal harmony.

Continued. wet. weather failed to 
_ fampen the spirit or solemnity of 
the closing of this .the greatest 
Holy Year in history, just as all 
ds of weather had already fail- 


ed to mar or dampen the myriad 
events,.ceremonies and devotions 
which had marked its passing. 


Long before 8 o'clock, St. Peter’s 
Basilica began to fill up for a 
ceremony that was to start at 
10:30 o’clock. In time, the many 
thousands who were unable to gain 
admittance formed a huge umbrel- 
la-covered throng in front of the 
great church. 

Special platforms and stands 
erected in the portico or on the ver- 
anda of St. Peter’s accommodated 
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only some two thousand persons 
who could see the actual ceremon- 
ies of the closing the Holy Door. 
In addition to the Cardinals, one 
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corps accredited to the Holy See, 
special diplomatic missions from 
four countries, other distinguished 
visitors, and .the Sistine Chapel 
Choir, which océ¢upied a special 
tribune beside the Holy Door. 

All was in readiness for the 
arrival of the Supreme Pontiff. 
His throne was erected, facing 
outward, at the far side of the 
Holy Door. Tables bore a gold- 
plated trowel and a tray with 
pure white lime cement ready for 
use by the Pope, a silver trowel 
and bricks for use by the Cardinal, 
and a plain trowel and bricks for 
use by the confessors of St. Peter’s 
Basilica. These tables were on the 
near side of the Holy Door. 

Preceded by a colorful papal 
procession and heralded 7 a fan- 
fare on silver trumpets, His Holi-

The body then lay 
in state in the Cathedral. Wednes- 
day morning two Requiem Masses 
were offered, one attended by chil- 
dren of the Diocese and the other 
by Sisters. ; 

At the Bishop’s deathbed in 
Mercy Hospital were Bishop Dear- 
den, who was reciting the prayers 
for the dying when Bishop Boyle 
passed away from a cerebral hem- 
orrhage; a brother, Michael Boyle 
of Johnstown, Pa.; a nephew, 
Judge Hugh C. Boyle of Orphans 
Court, Allegheny County, Pa.; and 
the Bishop’s secretary, the Rev. 
Paul R. Coyle. 

Bishop Boyle had held a number 
of posts with the National Catho- 
lic Welfare Conference until 1942. 
From 1930-35 he had served as 
Episcopal Chairman of the N.C.W. 
C. Press Department. During this 
period with the Press. Department 
many improvements were institu- 
ted by N.C.W.C. News Service and 
the number of subscribers increas- 
ed greatly.

The ordinaries are also urged 
to instruct the faithful through 
extraordinary preaching, missions 
and retreats to take advantage of 
such great benefits. They are in- 
vited to urge the faithful to pray 
“according to the intentions of the 
Holy Father, particularly to im- 
plore for tniversal peace, courage 
in. those who suffer persecution as 
did the martyrs in other ages, 
spiritual and moral welfare of 
families, unity of all in justice and 
fraternal charity, and triumph of 
the church,” 


Prayers must be vocal, not mere- 
ly mental. If for some unforseen 
reason the church doors remain 
closed when the faithful arrive, 
prayers may be said at the church 
doors with the same result. 


In suburban areas and through- 
out the diocese, parochial churches 
may be designated for visits. 
Where there are not four churches, 
the ordinaries may ignate a 
lesser number of churches where 
four visits can be made. If there is 
only one church in the area, all 
four visits may be made in that one 
church with the person leaving 
the church after each visit and

The indulgence may be gained 
several times for each person mak- 
ing visits and is successively appli- 
cable to the dead. 

All prescribed works must be 
completed before the second at- 
tempt is made to gain the indul- 
fence.

HE “Plebiscite of Reparation” was launched in January 1950, 
through the official organ of the Enthronement, The Social 


Reign, and Our Sunday Visitor. 
Its purpose ~was to get as many Americans 


sign their names as an act of reparation to a statement deploring 
the general exclusion of God from the UN and in particular for 
the barring of His name from the Preamble to the Declaration and 
Covenant on Human Rights. We did not intend to collect signa- 
tures in the form of a petition. That is why the totals are not the 
important thing in this “Plebiscite” but rather the fact that so 
many people “cast their vote for God” as a real act of atonement 
and reparation. The result was intended to be a plebiscite of the 


people. 


Indeed it is just that. We were unsuccessful in our attempts 
to get various national organizations to back this movement. But

Washington—(NC) — A very 
great need in America today is to 
overcome defeatist propaganda 
wherever it manifests itself. 


Such propaganda will, if allowed 
to, rob the American people of 
their determination and ability to 
rearm themselves in the face of 
one of the gravest crises in our na- 
tion’s history. _ 

The present struggle going on 
round the world is a combination 
of politics and the use of arms. It 
seeks to enslave men’s bodies and 
souls by first capturing their 
minds.

There are those here who seek 
to urge these points upon the 
American people with every re- 
source at their command.

Debacle 


N November 14 the Bishops of 
the United States and Terri- 
tories gathered for their annual 


meeting in Washington. At the 
conclusion of their meeting they 
issued a statement on the impart- 
ance of religious training in the 
life of our Nation’s youth. 

Less than a month later another 
national meeting was held in 
Washington. This was called the 
White House Mid-Century Confer- 
ence on Youth. It was held at the 
direction of the President of the 
United States, and attended by 
those in charge of youth work both 
on national and local levels, as 
‘well as a large number of youth 
themselves. 


~- At the conclusion of this meet- 
ing the delegates issued a state- 
ment which entirely de-emphasized 
religious training in the life of 
our nation’s youth. 

We have no way of knowing 
whether it. was intentional or not 
but the fact remains that the Bish- 
ops’ statement on the necessity of 
religious training of our nation’s 
youth was flatly contradicted. All 
this within a month’s time, in the 
same city and by a group likewise 
interested in the training of our 
nation’s youth. Such is the record 
of the widely heralded Mid-Century 
White House Conference on Youth. 

Credit must be given to the cour- 
ageous Father John McDonald, 
Director of Schools in the Diocese 
of Honolulu, who sounded the 
Catholic note in the face of vicious 
opposition. It was he who almost 
wrecked the well-laid plans of the 
‘anti-God’s.” 

A distinguished Presbyterian 
minister also voiced disapproval 
at the “lack of acceptance of God 
in this conference.” But their ef- 
forts were of no avail when Rabbi 
Abraham Franzblau, Dean of the

Every type of citizen, ranging 
from waitress to scientist were 
represented in the Plebiscite vote 
results. An oil-burner service man 
in. New York State carried the 
vote forms with him on his service 
calls and distributed them to his 
customers. Children in hundreds of 
schools have contributed their 
spare time to get votes in the 
Plebiscite. Typical of the signa- 
tures by the children themselves 
were 10,732 signatures by Illinois 
Catholic grade schoolers. In Wis-. 
consin, 21,949 grade school children 
signed their names to the Plebis- 
cite, supported by 1,895 high 
school signatures. 


Servicemen Too 


Men who actually fight for their 
country — servicemen — have not 
forgotten their God. An Air Force 
lieutenant, a convert, sends in his 
yote, “I will vote in the plebiscite 
in the hope that it will help bring 
God back into the UN’s decisions 
that will govern the destiny of the 
peoples of the world.”

Typical of the letters received by 
the Social Reign in its Plebiscite 
crusade was the effective lines 
from a music school teacher in 
Seattle: “My purpose in writing 
to you is to raise my voice against 
the recent denial of the Primacy of 
God by the United Nations, 4 cause

Years ago when the whole idea 
of hissing began to bother me, I 
wrote a series of stories called 
“The Hiss Club.” I suggested that 
an anonymous crowd might with 
that penetrating hiss very effect- 
ively turn the tide of customs. So 
I had my Hiss Club (it always 
scattered about the house) go to 
the theater and hiss off the stage 
the dirty play. 


Well dressed now and properly 
outfitted, they graced tables in 
night clubs, and hissed the smooth 
singer whose songs dripped filth. 
I suggested that at the sports 
event they might turn their hiss 
upon the gangster who took his 
place in a front box. And it 
seemed to me that a group. of 
young people using their hissing 
privileges might find a lot of 
things (apparently they are out- 
side the law) which could nicely 
be hissed out of existence. 


You have a right to applaud. 
You exercise that right more or 
less all the time. 


But not enough, not nearly 
enough. Maybe what we need is an 
“Applaud and Hiss Club.” 


Right now I’m thinking more 
about the power of the hiss than 
about the power of applause. 

It’s a long time since Americans 
have hissed. 

Nasty sound of course, but it 
should be reserved for nasty sit- 
uations. There are men and wo- 
men who would do anything in the 
world to make money. They don't 
mind the averted faces of the de- 
cent people who are repelled by 
their dirt. They sneer publicly at 
those who walk out when they turn 
in an indecent performance. But 
they would wilt before a hiss. 

Dishonest peliticians ... men 
who stand up and talk what is ob- 
viously insincere fakery .. . 
couldn’t stand being hissed. The 
hiss makes them seem .surrounded 
by the geese they are trying to 
bilk. 

When a performer of any sort 
takes his place before an audience, 
he is the servant of his audience. 
He is supposed to give them what 
they paid for. He is supposed to 
send them out refreshed, happier 
than they were when they came 
in. When he gives them what they 
paid for, he rates honest applause.

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Letter To A Congressman 


God Wants Us To Pray And Behave 


E following letter was written 
by the editor to Congressman 
Rogers on December 18, endorsing 
his appeal for a day of prayer on 
the ‘Eve of Christmas. 

Honorable Mr. Rogers 

Member of Congress from Florida 
House of Representatives 
Washington, D. C. 


Dear Mr. Rogers: 

I am writing to second your plea 
that next Sunday, the Eve of 
Christmas, be set aside as a day of 
prayer for a peaceful conclusion 
to the UN-Korean War. 


But personally I am not” con- 
vinced that it is “lip prayer” that 
the Lord wants, but rather prayer 
manifested in action, which means 
turning to God first by repentance 
and then by the adjustment of our 
conduct to His moral law. 

Christ denounced those who 
“pray with their lips but whose 
hearts are far from Him.” He de- 
nounced the Pharisees, who did 
much praying, as “hypocrites” be- 
cause their conduct was not in 
keeping with their profession. 

During the Civil War the late 
President Lincoln called on the na- 
tion four different times not only 
to observe a day of prayer, but a 
day of repentance and fasting to 
indicate that their prayer was sin- 
cere, and*to give it the power to 


swer from the Almighty. 


the human family. God can punish 


you and me individually, and has a 
never-ending eternity in which to 


do that, but He can punish a na- 
tion only down here, and at the 
time it is ignoring Him and His 
immutable laws. 


Stalin today is a “scourge of God” 
as Hitler was in his day. Such evil 
influence in the world can be over- 
come, in our Savior’s words, “only 
by prayer and fasting.” 

In this country and England, the 
direction must come to most of the 
people through the civil rulers, be- 
cause one-half of the American 
people never see the inside of a 
church, and in England four-fifths 
of the people do not patronize the 
churches. 

From colonial days until a cen- 
tury ago God was the chief object 
of study in our schools, and Christ 
was the guiding principle. For sev-

The prophets whom God Himself 
sent to the Israelitic people of old 
gave warnings that unless they ob- 
served God’s law they would be 
turned over to their enemies; and 
all through the Old Testament runs 
that thought, that God cannot be 
indifferent towards the conduct of 


In the light of Bible teaching we 
have every reason to believe that 


His Christ has been permitted in 
the classrooms. The result is, to 
use the Biblical expression, “there 
is no knowledge of God in the 
land.” This situation can be re- 
garded by Heaven only with dis- 
and while that disfavor 
lasts we cannot expect a victory 


favor; 


over His and our enemies. 


Modern statesmen have sat at 


council tables a dozen times since 
Pearl Harbor, in different places 
in the world, assisted by many spir- 
itually illiterate advisors, but they 
never once come to a conclusion 
that solved anything. Human wis- 
dom is inadequate and cannot solve 
such international problems as we 
are confronted with today, yet, 
from all reports, the Source of all 
wisdom was never invited to sit 
with thé conferees. 

It is time, therefore, for the citiz- 
enry itself to remind its represen- 
tatives, whether in this nation or in 
Britain or in France, that the 
must both pray and behave; and, 
since “their authority is from God,” 
do all in their power to bring their 
nation closer to God.

“2. It is necessary to assure the 
real freedom of the head of the 
family. It is necessary that, with- 
in a reasonable geographic aréa, 
the head of the family. may give 
to his child the education of his 
choice, public or religious, on the 
primary, secondary or technical 
level. Schools recognized as nec- 
essary for the attainment of this 
goal ought to subsidized, 

“3. For schools which do not 
meet this clearly demonstrated 
necessity, all aid from public funds 
must be radically suppressed. The 
solution of the educational prob- 
lem is to be found as much in this 
indispensable rationalization as in 
the amount of subsidies. 

“4. For partisans of pubke 
schools the true means o - 
fending them is not to contest sub- 
sidies to religious schools, but 
rather to ceaselessly develop and 
improve public schools. 

“T ask those who, for dozens of 
ears, often with magnificent ar- 
or, have participated in the ‘ed- 
ucational struggle’ to understand 
that their position is bad, funda- 
mentally wrong, and that, during 
these past 30 years, this has been 
shown by a succession of conces- 
sions which they could not prevent 
and to which they have had to 
submit. 
“Why continue in this way? Why 
not séek something else? Why 
not, above all, regulate the prop- 
lem on a definitive basis?”

“That’s right,” Arizin said. “I 
never played high school basket- 
ball. In high school I preferred 
football and baseball.

The patroness of our coun- 
try deserves better of us. Her 
national shrine, virtually dormant 
for a quarter of a century or more, 
ought to be built. America’s 
Catholics should pledge its comple- 
tion.

A lot of this is understandable. 
There may be the question of size 
or color or duplication.

All of this is a perfect pic- 
ture of the ceaseless human strug- 
gle to gratify our own desires in 
the way and to the degree we our- 
selves want.

But there was certainly one and 
perhaps many gifts given to you 
at Christmas which should never 
be exchanged, never put into the 
discard, never treated lightly. 
These are the gifts of grace be- 
stowed upon you by the Christ 
Child. 

The precious ‘and eternally es- 
sential gift of sanctifying grace— 
lost only by mortal sin; sanctifying 
grace, which reresents the very 
fundamental purpose Christ the 
Redeemer had in becoming man; 
sanctifying grace, without which 
no soul can enter heaven ... in 
what torrential quantities was not 
this grace conferred so lavishly on 
Christmas! 

Which is your decision—to keep 
it, to increase it, or will you ex- 
change it for some titilating thrill 
of the base indulgence in one of 
the seven capital vices . . . vices 
which lacquered and veneered into 


an artificial attractiveness, trap 
the unthinking and the selfish into 
what could be an eternal exchange! 

Besides the immeasurable grant 
of sanctifying grace there were 
given to each of us actual graces— 
God known to be needed. These 
actual graces, as we call them, are 
nothing else but special lightings, 
illuminations, of our mirids, and 
added strength to our wills to do 
—to see that which is better for 
us and the resolve or the strength- 
ening of the resolve to do that 
which we see. | 

Is there anyone, seeing the peace 
and the tranquility enjoyed so 
especially at this season of peace, 
who does not wish that some or all 
of it could be preserved long after 
Christmas as a date has faded 
from the calendar?

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OON after birth, the new-born 
infant is taken to the church 
to receive the sacrament of Bap- 
tism. At that time he is given a 
name. Catholics give to their child- 
ren the name of a saint, in order 
that the saint may be a patron, a 
protector and an inspiration to the 
child throughout his life. In the 
old testament, the Jews were ob- 
ligated by the law of circumcision 
for every male child. This was an 
impressive and sacred rite, “and 
with it a name was conferred on 
the child. It was often hoped that 
the name would be predictive of the 
future work or of the greatness of 
the person receiving it. 

Mary and Joseph being devout 
observers of the law, saw to it that 
no detail was omitted in regard to 
the Holy Child. St. Luke, in simple 
and clear terms gives the brief 
account thereof: “At that time, af- 
ter eight days were accomplished, 
that the Child should be cireum- 
cised: His Name was called Jesus, 
which was called by the angel be- 
fore He was conceived in the 
womb.” (Luke 2, 21.) 


It was fitting that the Son of 
God coming from heaven should be 
given a name also sent from heav- 
en. St. Matthew in his gospel tells 
why the Son of God should receive 
the name of Jesus, which literally 
means “a savior.” He explains how 
St. Joseph being uneasy on account 
of Mary’s condition, was given as- 
surance when God sent His angel 
to explain the situation to him. The 
angel ended by saying “and thou 
shalt call His name Jesus. For He 
shall save His people from their 
sins.” (Matt. 1, 21.)

Tuesday's Feast Reminds Us 


There s No Other Name Under Heave

the circumcision, the feast is kept 
just as near the latter as sible:

January 2. This year no such Sun- 
day intervenes, hence the li ical 
celebration of the feast of the Holy 
Name of Jesus occurs Tuesday of 
this week. 


The feast of the Holy Name of 
Jesus originated with the Francis- 
cans in the early fifteenth century.. 
Foremost among these were St. 
Bernardine of Sienna and St. John 
Capistran. The former was a fam- 
ous missionary preacher, who nev- 
er ceased on his mission tours to 
exhort all to a lively devotion to 
the Holy Name. St. John Capistran 
was among his pupils, and later 
took up the same mission of 


oming a Franciscan, John was 
a lawyer, and at one time governor 
of Perugia. Later he preached with 
great success throughout Italy, 
Austria, Germany and Poland. 
Thus devotion to the Holy Name 
spread from nation to nation, until 
in 1721 Pope Innocent XIII offi- 
cially extended the feast to the 
entire world. 


In no other feast does the liturgy 
of the Church seem so intimately 
bound thereto as in this feast of 
the Holy Name. Every single pray- 
er, versicle, or scriptural text men- 
tions a specific reference to the 
name of Jesus. The quotation at 
the head of this article contains 
the opening words of the Introit 
of the Mass. The psalm verse fol- 
lowing it continues, “how admir- 
able is Thy Name in the whole 
earth!” (Ps. 8, 2.) 

The Collect is a prayer that all 
who “venerate His holy Name on 
earth, may also enjoy the vision 
of Him in heaven,” 

The entire Epistle extols the 
name of. Jesus, and ends with the 
positive statement, “neither is 
there salvation in any. other.

Catholic Radio 
Station Started 
In Tokyo 


Tokyo —(NC)— In the fight 
against communism, the Catholic 
Church is on the front line in 
Japan on the air. 


A magnificent concrete, six- 
story radio station is the Church’s 
answer to the spread of material- 
ism and the incessant communis- 
tic pressure of the Soviet Union 
on this country. 


_ The station was built and is be- 
ing operated by the Society of St. 
Paul, devoted to the apostolate of 
the press and radio. 


Completed last May, the station 
serves the area within a 70-mile 
radius around Tokyo, known as 
the Kato district, with a popula- 
tion of 15,000,000 cee 3,- 
000,000 radio sets. e station has 
a half dozen studios, including a 
chapel for religious purposes. 


The cornerstone was laid in 
June, 1949, by Bishop Thomas J. 
McDonnell, Auxiliary of New York, 
then in Tokyo for the St. Francis 
Xavier centenary celebration. An- 
other attendant at this ceremony 
was Kotaro Tanaka, now Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court of 
Japan. 

The costs of the foundation are 
borne by the Society of St. Paul, 
with the aid of imcome derived 
from advertising, subsidiary activi- 
ties and generous contributions 
from Catholics the world over, ac- 
cording to the Rev. Paul Marcel- 
lino, superior of the Society of St. 
Paul in Tokyo. 


The Society also has in view 
the erection of ten other stations 
in fo cee: zones: Osaka, Fukuo- 
ka, Hiroshima, Sapporo, Niigata, 
Senda Nagoya, Kochi, Kagoshima, 
where St. Francis Xavier landed 
in 3 sixteenth century, and Nag-

Pope Pius Says Tomb Of 
St. Peter Positively Found 


Vatican City—(Radio, NC)— 
His Holiness Pope Pius XI, in his 
Christmas message, made it clear 
“beyond all doubt” that the ac- 
tual tomb of St. Peter has been 
found during the excavations under 
St. Peter’s Basilica, thus producing 
concrete proof of what has always 
been a Catholic tradition. 

At the same time, the Supreme 
Pontiff authoritatively clarified 
questions regarding the actual re- 
mains of the Prince of the Apos- 


es. 

“At the side of the tomb, the re- 
mains of human bones have been 
found,” the Holy Father said. 
“However, it is impossible to prove 
with certainty that they belong to 
the body of the Apostle. This still 
leaves intact the historical reality 
of the tomb itself.” 

The dome of St. Peter’s rises 
directly over the tomb of the first 
Bishop of Rome and first Pope, the 
Pontiff said. The results of ex- 
plorations. beneath St. Peter’s 
which have been carried on since 
the first months of Pope Pius XII’s 
pontificate, will shortly be detailed 
in a documented work, the Holy 
Father added. 

The Confession of St. Peter, the 
Supreme Pontiff said, has been the 
center of impressive manifestations 
of the unity of Catholics of the 


entire world during the Holy Year 
and the glory of the Sacred place 
has been increased as the excava- 
tions beneath the Confession and 
their scientific examination have 
been brought to a happy conclu- 
— in the course of the Jubilee 
ear. 


“In a very short time,” His Holi- 
ness declared, “a documented work 
will be published which will bring 
to the knowledge of the public the 
results of these explorations which 
have been carried out with the 
greatest care.

Fearful Of New Policy 


_ Cairo—(NC)—There is a groy. 
mg uneasiness and apprehension 
among the Christian miinoritics 
here over government restrictive 
measures tending to limit the 
sphere of Christian missionary 
activity. 

Since Egypt is one of the signa. 
tory powers of the Declaration of 
Human Rights in the United 
Nations, Christians are anxious to 
see Article 18, which guatantees 
full religious freedom, more fully 
and sincerely complied with. 

As a result the strenuous defence 
of human rights as set down in 
the Encyclicals by the Sovereign 
Pontiffs on that subject has been 
emphasized in Catholic Churches 
here, particularly on the observ- 
ance of Human Rights Day. Fol 
lowing a suggestion from the Inter- 
denominational Committee, special 
prayers were offered in all Catholic 
churches here for the full maip- 
tenance of human rights for all 
minority groups.

a house,” the Pontiff said. 


“Now, if We look towards the 
future,”. His Holiness said, “the 
first urgent problem that presents 
itself is peace within every coun- 
try. Unfortunately the le for 
life, the concern to earn a living, 
divides into opposing groups even 
those who inhabit the same country 
and are sons of the same father- 
land. Those on either side want, 
and rightly so, to be considered 
and treated in social life not as 
mere chattels but as persons with 


human. dignity, especially in mat- 
ters ng the state and the 
national economy. 


“For this reason We have re- 
peatedly and with ever greater in- 
sistence proclaimed the fight 
against unemployment and the 
striving after a sound social se- 
curity as an indispensable condi- 
tion if all members of a nation, 
both high and low, are to be united 
in a single corporate body.” 


He referred to essential changes 
in the foundations of the industrial 
and capitalistic system as having 
induced doubts and uncertainty. He 
asked why common wnecertainties 
shared alike by employer and em- 
ployee, in industry and agriculture, 
do not produce the spirit of soli- 
darity as the basis of a social or- 
der in which the family, property 
and the state collaborate in one or- 
ganic whole, 


“These present conditions are,|- 


after all; despite all their inherent 
difficulties, a gift of God,” Pope 
Pius said. “Why should they not 
conduce to the strengthening of 
the Christian -spirit?” 


“The real danger to internation- 
al, as well as national peace,” 
Pope Pius declared, “is the pres- 
ence of men who are bereft of this 
Christian sense. Soine have been 
deceived by the past, others are. 
fanatically bent on attaining some 
Utopia of the future. In every 
case, they are dissatisfied with the 
present. 


“We do not wish to speak here 
of a foreign agressor who is proud 
of his power or scorns every duty 
of “justice and charity. He finds, 
however, in national crises and the 
lack of unity within nations as re- 
gards spiritual and moral matters, 
a powerful weapon and as it were, 
an auxiliary force inside the coun- 
try itself.” 


His Holiness observed that “nev- 
er has the history of mankind 
known a dissension of greater mag- 
nitude,” and he said, that “if a 
regrettable conflict should oceur 
today, weapons would prove so de- 
structive as to make the earth 
‘void and empty.’” 


“The grim and threatening dan- 
ger,” the Sovereign Pontiff added, 
“imperiolously demands, by reason 
of its erry. that we make the 
most of. every. opportune ‘circum- 
stance to bring about the triumph 
of wisdom and justice under the 
standard of concord and peace. Let 
it be used to revive sentiments of 
goodness and cofnpassion towards 
all peoples whose one sincere as- 
piration is to live in peace and 
tranquility. . 


“Let mutual trust, which pre- 
supposes sincere intentions and 
discussions, return to rule 
over international organizations. 
Away with the barriers! 
down the barbed wire fences! Let 
each le’ be free to know the 
life other peoples, let that se- 
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In the first part of his address 
the Pontiff recalled the “wonderful 
events of this truly incomparable 


Holy Year,” saying its end leaves 
all with a sense of serene joy and 
nostaligic regret. He reviewed 


briefly its outstanding ceremonies 
and events; and on eve of the clos- 
ing of the Holy Door, “the spiritu- 
al goal of all nations,” he offered 
a prayer of thanksgiving for the 
blessings of the Holy Year. 


Emphasizing the need of Chris- j 


tian unity in the face of dangers 
threatening the Christian heritage,

Catholic world, adding that these 
prayers may include “even those 


who are today amid the ranks of}. 


persecutors.” 


In a section devoted to interna- 
tional peace, the Pope took note of 
the present world situation, saying 
that the cleavage is: growing con- 
stantly deeper and reaching un- 
predecented magnitude. 


Depicting the destructive conse- 
quences of war, Pope Pius urged, 
“in the face of grim and threaten- 
ing danger,’ the use of “every 
opportune circumstance to bring 
about the triumph of wisdom and 
justice under the standard of con- 
cord and peace,” and called for the 
breaking down of barriers separat- 
ing peoples. 


Asserting that there are those 
“who accuse Us quite unjustly of 
wanting war, and of collaborating 
to this end with ‘imperialistic’ 
powers,” Pope Pius said: 


“What else can We answer to 
this bitter calumny except: Sift 
the troubled 12 years of Our Pon- 
tificate; weigh every word that Our 
lips have uttered, every sentence 
Our pen has written; you will find 
in them only appeals.for peace.” 


“Recall especially,” His Holiness 
added, “the historic month of Au- 
gust, 1939. At a time when the 
prospect of a disastrous world war 
Was growing ever more terrible, 
from the banks of Lake Albano We 
raised Our voice, entreating, in the 
Name of God, governments and 
peoples to settle their disputes by
